April 5.-—-William Hale 
Thompson, republican, and former 
maxor, was today elected mayor of 
Chicago, over William E. Dever, demo- 
cratic incumbent, by a lead that will 
run between 70.000 and 90,000, in a 
total vote of 1,000,000, the largest 
yote in the history of the city.

In the first returns tonight, Mayor 
Dever maintained a big lead, and ap- 
peared to have an easy victory. As a

An indictment charging the murder 
of Bert Donaldson, noted bunco sleuth 
of Solicitor General John A. Boskin's 
staff, naming three new defendants, 
'was returned Tuesday by the Fulton 
county grand jury, in secret session, 
according to well founded sources at 
the courthouse. 

Solicitor General John A. Beskin, 
who has been directing the investiga- 
tion of the slaving from his Mgrtle 
street home for the past three weeks, 
appeared at the courthouse shortly 
after 1 o'clock Tuesday and went wa- 
mediately into the grand jury room, 
it was said. 

He declined to comment on the new 
indictment, but it was stated that 
the defendants were at liberty and 
their arrests would be made before 
names were made public. 

Following extradition hearing for 
Ralph B. Lovett, recently arrested in 
Lake Village, Ark., as a suspect in 
the murder of Donaldson, Governor 
Martineau reserved his decision until 
the suspect’s attorneys have had an 
opportunity to cross-examine authors 
of affidavits presented, and submit 
their findings to him.
